WASHINGTON,  March  9 — (UPI) — President  Eisenhow- 
er told  the  nation  last  night  that  U.  S.  relations  with  Latin 
America  are  at  an  “all-time  high”  but  conceded  there  are 
some  ’’serious  misunderstandings.” 

In  a 15-minute  radio-TV  report  on  his  10-day  trip  to 
Brazil,  Argentina,  Chile  and  Uruguay,  Eisenhower  declared 
that  “no  other  area  of  the  world  is  of  more  vital  significance 
to  our  future”  than  Latin  America. 

HE  SAID  “AN  even  firmer  partnership”  with  the  na- 
tions south  of  the  bwder  must  be  the  U.  S.  goal. 

The  Chief  Executive  underlined  this  by  inviting  all  the 
Latin  American  ambassadors  — 


here  to  a White  House  luncheon 
today.  Other  ^ests  included 
State  Department  officials  and 
officers  of  various  inter-Ameri- 
can agencies. 

SECRETARY  of  State  Chris- 
tian A.  Herter,  who  accompa- 
nied Eisenhower  on  the  South 
American  trip,  was  expected  to 
give  his  impressions  at  a news 
conference.  He  also  was  certain 
to  be  questioned  about  deterior- 
ating U.  S.-Cuban  relations. 

Eisenhower  reported  that  he 
found  in  South  America  “a  vast 
reservoir  of  respect,  admiration 
and  affection  for  the  United 
States  of  America.” 

THE  CHIEF  Executive  said  he 
assured  his  Latin  American  hosts 
“most  earnestly”  that  the  United 
States  wanted  them  to  succeed 
in  raising  their  living  standards. 

The  President  said  he  discov- 
ered “serious  misunderstand- 
ings” of  this  country  in  Latin 
America.  And,  he  said,  U.  S. 
citizens  are  not  as  well  informed 
as  they  should  be  about  their 
neighbors  to  the  South.

India  Squirms 
As  Reds  Claim 
‘A-Bomb’  Tale 

NEW  DELHI,  March  9 — 
(UPI) — India  announced  today 
that  Communist  China  had  taken 
over  12,000  square  miles  of  In- 
dian-claimed border  territory  but 
had  made  no  recent  advances 
into  Indifti  territory. 

The  disclosure  of  the  extent 
of  the  encroachment  followed  a 
claim  by  a member  of  parliament 
that  Communist  China  would  ex- 
plode an  a-bomb  this  month.  A 
Soviet  diplomat  labeled  the 
claim  a “fairy  tale.” 

PRIME  MINISTER  Jawaharl 
Nehru’s  parliamentary  secretary, 
Sadath  Ali  Khan,  told  parlia- 
ment that  “the  area  broadly  cov- 
ered by  Chinese  army  posts  is 
about  12,000  square  miles.” 

It  was  believed  to  be  the  first 
official  announcement  on  the  ex- 
tent of  Chinese  encroachment, 
which  has  sent  Sing-Indian  rela- 
tions to  an  all-time  low  and 
caused  India  to  increase  its  de- 
fense budget. 

But  Nehru  told  the  legislators 
that  the  Communists  have  made 
no  new  advances  into  Indian- 
claimed  territory  during  the  past 
seven  to  eight  months.

You  men  may  be  interested  to 
know  what  the  foreign  girls 
think  of  you.  An  English  girl 
thinks  you’re  “very  impolite,”  a 
French  lass  has  a long  tale  to 
tell  about  you,  a Finnish  girl 
says  you’re  “nice,”  but  definitely 
not  “sentimental  or  romantic,”  a 
Japanese  miss  says  she  “likes 
you  very  much”  and  a Latin 
senorita  thinks  you’re  “less  jeal- 
ous, therefore  less  loyal”  than 
boys  in  her  country;  and  a Chi- 
nese girl  feels  that  boy-girl'  af- 
fairs “should  not  be  discussed  in 
public.” 

SOME  COMMENTS  made  by 
foreign  girls  are  quite  favorable 
but  a few  are  not.  But  what  do 
your  own  girls — American  girls 
— think  of  you? 

^ One  thinks  you’re  a little 
“crude,”  and  anoth^  says  “it  all 
depends.” 

A Latin-American  miss,  Maria 
Emilia  Salinces;  22,  of  Peru  has 
this  to  say  about  American  men: 

“MY  BOYFRIEND  is  an  Amer- 
ican. They’re  generally  very  nice 
and  they  don’t  get  mad  at  you. 
The  boys  back  home  are  very 
nice  too,  but  they  are  very  jeal- 
ous and  demand  loyalty  from 
girls.  They  can  get  very  angry 
if  their  girl  friends  have  other 
boy  friends.” 

When  quizzed  about  the  art  of 
kissing,  a Finnish  girl  answered, 
“It’s  not  a matter  of  the  times, 
it  is  a matter  of  feelings.  Ameri- 
can men  sometimes  lack  genuine 
emotion  but  they  just  think  they 
should  kiss.” 

American  girls  swapped  places 
for  a moment  to  talk  about  for- 
eign men  students. 

. “I  DON  T DRAW  distinction 
between  American  and  foreign 
men  students,”  said  one  girl.  “I 
think  the  only  distinction  is  lan- 
guage, although  American  boys 
are  very  crude.” 

-■  “I  find  them  extremely  polite 
and  refined  and  it  is  interesting 
to  know  them.  I’ve  known  a num- 
ber of  students  from  Iran,  Ger- 
many, Ceylon,  Turkey,  Austria, 
India  and  Norway,”  said  a Yan- 
kee girl  majoring  in  political 
science. 

“I  HAD  A DATE  with  a for 
eign  boy  once,  but  he  didn’t  open 
the  car  door  for  me  as  the  Amer- 
ican boys  usually  do.  I think  for- 
eign students  should  come  here 
to  promote  better  understanding. 
As  far  as  dating  is  concerned,  I 
have  to  know  any  boy  quite  well 
before  I’ll  accept  a date,”  said 
one  northern  California  girl 

The  question  was  switched  to 
American  girls.  One  student 
found  them  “quite  entertaining, 
sociable  and  understanding.”  An- 
other found  them  “conceited  and 
always  trying  to  outsmart  men, 
and  lacking  in  feminity. 

“Of  course  it  depends  on  the 
individual  girl  and  your  taste  in 
girls.  A lot  of  them  are  quite  nice 
and  they  know  as  much  as  men 
do — if  not  more!” 

“I’D  SAY  they  lack  individu- 
ality and  personality,”  said  one 
discouraged  male.  “They  all  have 
the  same  hair-do,  wear  the  same 
skirt,  have  the  same  taste  for 
hamburgers  and  root  beer.  If  you 
know  one  of  them,  you  know  the 
whole  lot  of  them!  I just  can’t 
understand  why  they  are  so 
afraid  of  being  different,”  an  ac- 
counting student  said.
